Consolidation of the Illinois and 


Central Illinois Methodist conference! 
will be left to the general Metho- 
dist conference, which will be in 
session, next May in Des Moines, as 
the result of a ruling 
by 
Bishop 


Thomas Nicholson at the meeting of 
the commissions from the two con- 
ferences in session in Peoria Wednes- 
day. The commissions authorized a 
special committee to prepare a me- 
morial or petition, to the general con- 
ference asking for the consolidation 
It is not expected that the general 
conference would refuse to grant the 
petition, so there is no doubt but that 
the union will be effected. 


Whether or not the two conferen- 


ces had the power to effect a consoli- 
dation by their own action depend- 
ed on the construction one put on n 
certain paragraph of the discipline 
of the church. 
Bishop Nicnolson 


stated at the meeting Wednesday that 
it was the opinion of the board of 
bishops that the clause referred tc 
would not apply to the uniting of 
two conferences but only to case? 
where boundary lines were changed 
to permit the transfer of a small ter 
ritory or small number of churchcr 
from one conference to another. 


FEARED CHANGES. 


It was the opinion of many in the 


conference that if the matter 
wae 


referred to the general conference 
for decision, it might make u division 
by which part of the Illinois confer- 
ence territory would be put Jn the 
Southern Illinois conference and part 
of the Central Illinois into the Rock 
River conference. They were oppos- 
ed to such an arrangement. It hap 
been ruled, however, that the general 
conference would not have the pow- 
er to make changes without re-sub- 
mitting the matter to the vote of the 
conferences. 


The commissions Wednesday auth- 


orized their chalrment Rev, W. J 
Davidson and Rev. W. G. Shaw, to ap- 
point subcommittees to look Into the 
charters of the different institutions 
and boards and suggest the legal 
changes necessary when the consoli- 
dation is effected. 


NO SPECIAL SESSION. 


Since the consolidation will be de- 


layed by having the matter up be- 
fore the general conference, the spec- 
ial session of the two conferences 
called for this fall will not be held 
at this time, but will take place af- 
teV the meeting of the general con- 
ference.

Efforts have been made to project 
the library into all quarters of the 
city In order to best serve the com- 
munity's needs. 


HAVE 44,000 BOqKS 


There are now between 43,000 and 


44,000 
books In the 
library. 
The 


stacks are already filled and books 
are piled up wjth no place to put 
them. 
New books are being addi-d 


each i year. Thi, stacks must be en- 
larged, and to do this the building 
must be enlarged 
There is ground 


room to accommodate stacks for the 
next forty years. Every department 
nf the library is crowded and this is 
especially true of the cataloging de 
partment: provision must be ma.1e 
for a larger cataloging room when 
the addition Is built.
